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School District Brings 
Articles for Voting on

CHESTER - Voting on 
school district affairs takes 
place on Tuesday, March 13, 
from 7 a.m. until 8 p.m. at 
the Multipurpose Room. 

Eight articles are up for 
consideration, including the 
potential to eliminate SB2 
(Senate Bill 2) for the 
school district. 

Article 8 seeks to get rid 
of the ballot vote for the 
school district altogether, 
and to return to a single tra- 
ditional meeting. In 2008, 
voters opted for SB2, which 
broke up that single meet- 
ing into a deliberative ses- 
sion and a ballot vote on the 
warrant, and is what is in 
place now. 

Budget committee chair 
Rhonda Lamphere, acting as 
a citizen, drew up a citizen's 
petition to throw out SB2 
this year. It's the second 



time a citizen's petition has 
sought that outcome. 

The school board and 
budget committee both 
back Article 8, stating that 
SB2 doesn't work for 
Chester. They point to low 
turnout at deliberative ses- 
sion, potentially unin- 
formed voters and the extra 
expense of holding two 
meetings. During this year's 
deliberative session, Lam- 
phere said that while propo- 
nents argue that SB2 is a 
more democratic system 
because of the potential for 
more participation in the 
secret ballot vote, that is 
overshadowed by a disinter- 
ested voting public not as 
informed on the issues. In a 
traditional town meeting, 
articles are discussed and 
then voted on at the same 
meeting. 

When SB2 was intro- 
duced in 2008, petitioner 
Dave Clark argued that par-

ticipation in traditional 
town meeting had been 
waning and the secret ballot 
vote allowed a better chance 
for busy residents to have a 
say in their district. 

Article 1 is general 
acceptance of reports, and 
Article 2 is to elect officers. 

Only one position is on 
the ballot under Article 2 - 
incumbent chair Royal 
Richardson and newcomer 
Jeannette Spiegelman are 
running for a single three- 
year term on the school 
board. 

Article 3 asks for 
approval of the operating 
budget, which shows a 
decrease in expenses of .83 
percent. Though at first 
look it seems to be up by 
$144,824, the discrepancy 
is caused by a new account- 
ing practice where instead 
of removing grant revenues 
from budget lines, as had 
continued on page 4

SANDOWN - It'll be a 
full slate of voting on Tues- 
day, March 13, as Sandown 
residents head to Town Hall 
to cast their ballots for town 
and school district articles 
and candidates. Polls are 
open from 8 a.m. until 8 
p.m. 

The town warrant has 
19 articles, plus several 
races for open seats, both 
contested and uncontested. 

A brief review of articles 
follows: 

Article 2 will seek to 
raise an operating budget of 
$3,277,300.93. The default 
totals, $3,265,165.01. Arti- 
cle 3 asks that voters sup- 
port the collective bargain- 
ing agreement reached 



between selectmen and the 
police union, and article 4 
asks that a special meeting 
be called, should Article 3 
fail. 

Article 5 asks for 
$176,000 to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Fund to 
build a police station. 

Article 6 would accept 
the highway block grant. 

Article 7 asks that 
$350,000 be approved for 
the latest phase of the road 
improvement plan. 

Article 8 would create a 
Plowing Expendable Trust 
Fund with $100 and allow 
winter maintenance surplus 
to be carried over from year 
to year. 

Article 9 seeks $3,200 
for the Old Home Day Cele- 
bration. 

Article 10 is to approve

the town's 25 percent match 
of a $214,435 Hazardous 
Mitigation grant to fix the 
culvert under Wells Village 
Road through which the 
Exeter River flows. A cur- 
rent culvert crossing is 
undersized and at the 
wrong angle, making it 
unable to handle heavy 
water flows. The water hits 
the bank before it travels 
under the road, washing out 
the bank and in heavy 
storms, the whole road. 
Since 1998, at least $83,837 
in tax dollars has been spent 
in repairs to the area, 
including culvert replace- 
ment and repaving. 

Article 11 seeks $16,000 
for improvements to the 
Old Meeting House. 

Article 12 would raise

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Hampstead Weathers the Winter with Little Snow

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead received a lot of snow 
from the Feb.29/March 1 
snowstorm, but Town Fire, 
Police and Highway Depart- 
ment officials report no 
major storm-related inci- 
dents or problems. 

Road Agent Jon Wor- 
then admitted it was "a long 
storm" but said he had all 
his drivers, plows, sanders, 
and salt trucks working 
except for one. 



"We started a little bit 
ahead of the actual snow 
starting and then we sand- 
ed, salted and plowed 
throughout the storm's 
duration," he said. "By the 
following day we were 
down to just scraping all the 
roads down once, and leav- 
ing the rest for the rain to 
do its work." 

Hampstead Fire Capt. 
Chris Dane reported the 
usual slip and slides off the 
road for accidents but noth- 
ing major. 

"We had a couple of 



trees and/or branches down 
but no fires," he said. "We 
had some cars off the road 
but everything was just 
minor stuff." 

Hampstead Police Lt. 
John Frazier agreed, saying, 
"We didn't have any major 
accidents with injuries and 
no major property damage 
during the storm." 

According to John Kelley 
of Hampstead, a meteorolo- 
gist for the National Ocean- 
ic and Atmospheric Admin- 
istration (NOAA) and 
Weather Observer at the 



National Weather Service 
Cooperative Climatological 
Station in West Hampstead, 
the official Snowfall Season 
of October 2011 - March 4, 
2012 has seen 37.5 inches of 
snow for Hampstead. 

"This is lowest seasonal 
snowfall in Hampstead 
since the 2006-2007 (sea- 
son), when only 39.1 inches 
was recorded," Kelley said. 

Looking at the snow 
amounts by month, he 
reported that Hampstead 
has received the following: 
• October -10.5 inches 



• November - a trace 

• December - 1.3 inches 

• January 2012-10.7 inches 

• February - a trace 

• March - 15.0 inches 

Kelley said the first 
snowfall of the season 
occurred Oct. 27, 2011 and 
the biggest storms for this 
snow season in Hampstead 
were the Halloween Eve 
Nor'easter of Oct. 29-30 
when 9.7 inches of snow 
fell, and the Feb. 29 - March 
1 snowstorm, which de- 
posited 14.3inches. 

"For the 'meteorological 



winter,' which is defined as 
the period from Dec. 1 to 
last day in February, Hamp- 
stead had only 12 inches of 
snow this winter, compared 
to 67.7 inches for last win- 
ter," he said. 

"This snow season is in 
sharp contrast to the last 
four in Hampstead that had 
total snowfalls of 102.6, 
103.4, 64.0, and 67.7 inch- 
es," said Kelley. "This is the 
lowest seasonal snowfall in 
Hampstead since the 2006- 
2007, when only 39.1 was 
recorded." 



Sandown Selectmen Review Building Improvement Plan

SANDOWN - After re- 
viewing the Building In- 
frastructure Improvement 
Plan, the board of selectmen 
will be asking department 
heads for suggestions for 
further related projects. 

Selectman Chair Hans 
Nicolaisen raised the matter 
at the board's March 5 meet- 
ing, noting that the plan 
was developed three years 
ago and most of the stated 
projects had been complet- 
ed. 

To be included in the 
plan, all projects must cost 



under $15,000; the biggest 
ticket item noted in the cur- 
rent plan, a monitored fire 
detection system, comes in 
at an estimate of $10,200. 
Most of the projects have 
much lower costs, and 
many of the higher priced 
items remain incomplete. 

Projects with a larger 
price tag are included in the 
Capital Improvements Plan 
(CIP). 

Many of the plan's proj- 
ects have been completed 
outright, including repairs 
to the front steps of Town 
Hall, installation of a non- 
skid surface on the town 
hall's handicap ramp and a 
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gutter over it, new window 
blinds and programmable 
thermostats at the town 
hall, keyless entry for the 
police department, replace- 
ment of the landscape tim- 
bers in the town hall flower 
bed, new water treatment 
system at the fire/police 
department and additional 
concrete blocks at the trans- 
fer station. 

While the projects are 
organized by year, many 
have been taken up out of 
sequence when funds were 
available or need arose. 
Additional projects are 
either included in this year's 
budget or are part of pend- 
ing warrant articles. 

Selectman Tom Tombar- 
ello, who is an electrician, 
noted that $715 to upgrade 
the electrical system in the 



town hall was too low a fig- 
ure, and the board agreed to 
raise that estimate to 
$2,000. That project is con- 
templated within a warrant 
article that goes before the 
voters March 13 and seeks 
to reconfigure the down- 
stairs town hall meeting 
space. 

Other incomplete proj- 
ects include a town hall 
restroom upgrade (sinks 
and toilet facilities would be 
replaced due to deteriora- 
tion from hard water and 
cleaners), an additional 
help window at the town 
clerk's office, interior paint- 
ing of the fire department, 
garage door replacement at 
the fire department, an up- 
grade of the basement 
egress at the library, a moni- 
tored fire detection system 
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and a card access system for 
the town hall. 

Nicolaisen helped put 
the original plan together in 
2009 with former selectman 
Roger Barczak. Its impetus 
was to identify and catego- 
rize projects by need so that 
the board wasn't rushing 
around during budget sea- 
son trying to figure them 
out. 

In other business at 
Monday night's meeting: 

• Christopher Robinson, 
of Sandown Boy Scout 
Troop 268, was approved by 
the board to move forward 
with the project with which 
he hopes to gain the rank of 
Eagle Scout. Robinson plans 
to create a memorial at the 
Sandown Public Library for 
library and town volunteer 
Hazel Marlow. 

Robinson and library 
director Barbara Lachance 
met with the board to out- 
line the project, which 
includes a memorial park 
with brick patio, landscap- 
ing and granite bench, to be 
situated between the lib- 
rary's two entrances. 



Robinson has been vol- 
unteering at the library for 
the past several years and in 
that time came to know 
Marlow, who died last year. 
In his proposal, he lauds her 
for her volunteerism. 

"I would like to remem- 
ber her and all that she 
meant to the town and the 
library," Robinson said. 
"When completed, the proj- 
ect will make the front of 
the library much nicer. It 
will allow people visiting 
the library to check out a 
book and have a nice place 
to read. While the proposal 
will benefit the library and 
town, more importantly, it 
will remember a great per- 
son and citizen." 

The board was im- 
pressed with Robinson's 
project and praised him for 
his own volunteer efforts. 

• The board gave the go 
ahead to the conservation 
commission to hold its 
annual fishing derby. The 
event is scheduled for 
April 28 at Sal's Pond at 45 
Main St. 
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Britton Faces Charge of Aggravated Felonious Sexual Assault with Minor

CHESTER - On Friday, 
March 2, the Chester Police 
Department handed down 
another felony charge to 
incarcerated Chester resi- 
dent Gary Britton. 

Britton, 59, previously 
of 482 Fremont Road, was 
charged with aggravated fel- 
onious sexual assault with a 
female minor, who was at 
the time of the incident 
under 13 years of age. 

Police implicate Britton 
in a pattern of abuse alleged 
to have taken place between 
March 29, 1991 and March 
29, 1999. The victim was 



born in 1982. 

Britton is currently fac- 
ing two felony charges, 
including failure to register 
as a convicted sex offender 
and felon in possession of a 
deadly weapon. 

Concurrent with his 
arrest in September of 2011 
for failing to register, child 
pornography was allegedly 
found within his rented 
home and an investigation 
into those images continues. 
The latest charge is a result 
of that investigation, con- 
ducted by Chester Lt. Aaron 
Berube in conjunction with 
the Internet Crimes Against 
Children (ICAC) Task 
Force. Reportedly, an inter-

net chat room discussion 
conducted by Britton alerted 
police to the victim. 

According to statements 
read during his video ar- 
raignment at Derry District 



Court, Britton forced the 
child to touch her genitals 
for the purposes of Britton's 
sexual gratification. 

While the police served 
the single charge, police 
chief Bill Burke said more 
charges are likely, especially 
as more information is 
secured from the offender's 
personal computer. 

Burke said that while the 
situation was a terrible one, 
the department and commu- 
nity are pleased that charges 
are being brought forward, 
with the aim of holding Brit- 
ton accountable. 

"The poor victim has been 
dealing with this for years," 
said Burke. "It takes a lot of 



courage to come forward." 

When Britton was ar- 
rested in September, Burke 
urged anyone with any 
information pertinent to the 
case, or about additional 
abuse, to speak with the 
department. 

Britton's bail was raised 
during his arraignment 
from $50,000 cash to 
$100,000 cash after legal 
counsel outlined Britton's 
past and alleged current 
crimes, stating that he was 
"a grave danger to the com- 
munity and society." 

Britton remains at the 
Rockingham County Jail in 
Brentwood. A probable 
cause hearing is scheduled 



at Derry District Court for 
March 14 at 12:45 p.m. 

According to the New 
Hampshire Department of 
Safety, in 1983 Britton was 
convicted of Aggravated 
Felonious Sexual Assault on 
a victim younger than 13 
years of age. Also on his 
record are previous charges 
of failing to register as an 
offender and a stalking 
charge, both in 2001. And 
in 1979 he was convicted of 
indecent exposure and 
lewdness.

Storm Makes Busy Week for Chester Highway

CHESTER - It was a 
busy end of the week for the 
Chester highway depart- 
ment, as they worked to 
keep roads passable after 
the first significant snow- 
storm of the season. 

The department was 
called out to begin plowing, 
salting and sanding on 



Wednesday, Feb. 29, and 
didn't stop clean-up efforts 
until Sunday. Beginning late 
on Feb. 29, it was a straight 
22 to 26 hours to keep 
ahead of the storm, accord- 
ing to road agent Mike Ole- 
son. 

Further clean-up was 
called for on Friday, Satur- 
day and Sunday due to rain 
and icy conditions. Because 
of rain on Saturday and res- 



idents' calls to the highway 
department, six trucks went 
out on Sunday to again 
scrape the slushy dirt roads 
in town. That work took 
between four and six hours. 

The highway depart- 
ment works in conjunction 
with the police department 
to keep an eye on the 
streets. Patrolling police 
officers alert Oleson to road 
conditions during storms.

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"Mother Nature deals 
you what she deals you and 
you do what you need to do 
to keep the roads passable," 
said Oleson after the week- 
end, adding that though it's 
been a snow-mild winter, 



the season certainly wasn't 
over. He noted that the 
department has had to deal 
with May storms in the past. 

The fire department 
reported routine emergency 
calls as a result of the storm, 



such as cars sliding off the 
road and minor accidents. 

Estimates for the cost of 
the clean-up weren't avail- 
able as the Tri-Town Times 
went to press.

If You Got it, Spend It? 



While it would be foolish to gamble 
that we've seen the last snowstorm of 
the season, it would take a lot of snow 
in the forecast to equal the money 
shelled out in plowing, sanding, salting 
and otherwise cleaning up after snow- 
storms that we've experienced in 
recent years. 

That means town storm budgets 
are in the black right now, and likely 
will have money left over when we can 
safely put thoughts of the white stuff 
behind us. Some towns operate on the 
calendar year, and winter maintenance 
budgets cover parts of two winters. But 
for those that end June 30, the ques- 
tion arises as to what to do with any 
leftover money. 

There's no way to predict future 
winters, and no reason to consider cut- 
ting back the money placed in winter 
maintenance lines, but there is nothing 
wrong with considering what to do 
when a major budget like winter main- 
tenance ends up with unspent funds. 

Sandown is doing just that, with 
Article 8 on the Town Warrant asking 
voters to create a Plowing Expendable 
Trust Fund. This would allow buying 
materials, plowing, sanding, salting 
and doing other required winter main- 
tenance, with funds accumulated 
through surplus. If it's a light winter, 
the money would go into the trust 
fund, to balance out a bad season. 

Other towns are viewing the poten- 



tial surplus as a funding source for 
unrelated projects. In Chester, the 
selectmen are eyeing the likely left- 
overs to pay for LeClair's Garage 
cleanup costs. Road Agent Mike Ole- 
son, however, would prefer to see that 
money go to the town's many unfund- 
ed highway repair projects. 

Hampstead historically sends any 
surplus back to the General Fund, 
unless the money is needed for road 
repairs. That's a Board of Selectmen 
decision. 

And it's similar to Derry where the 
Town Council will decide what to do 
with any surplus. It could go to road- 
work, or to something else, depending 
on the Council's viewpoint. 

In Londonderry, however, the deci- 
sion will be up to the public works 
director. He said he may divert money 
to other areas of his budget, with fuel a 
likely target. 

This winter may well be a fluke in 
its dearth of snow. But it offers the 
opportunity to examine how local gov- 
ernment handles a potential surplus. 
Should the money go toward projects 
that otherwise might not happen for 
lack of funding? Or should the money 
go back into the General Fund, serving 
to save future tax dollars. Remember 
needs vs. wants? 

Not a bad time to think about it, 
and to let your town officials know 
your views. 
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Hampstead Children's Librarian

The Books for Break- 
fast program is funded with 
grant money that she 
applied for and received, 
and is a great example of the 
library stretching available 
funding to provide quality 
programming to the town." 

Falconer said the 
coursework has given her 
ideas for new ways to

improve the services she 
oversees and to make the 
library more relevant in 
today's world. 

"One reason I wanted to 
get this degree is that some 
people say libraries are 
obsolete because of technol- 
ogy, while others still see 
the library as solely a place 
to obtain books," Falconer 
said. "I firmly believe we 
need libraries now as much 
as ever, and I see the library 
as evolving as a community 



meeting place and overall 
resource center. We need to 
change with the times, and I 
believe library services and 
resources are today just as 
important as ever, if not 
more so." 

Falconer is married with 
two teenage boys, 16 and 
18, and lives in Derry. She 
came to the Hampstead 
Public Library in 2004 as 
the part-time Children's 
Librarian and became full 
time in 2006.

been done in the past, those 
sums have stayed in the 
lines and are only account- 
ed for on the revenue side. 
The proposed budget totals 
$11,866,824. The default 
stands at $11,834,102. 

Article 4 is the collective 
bargaining agreement (CBA) 
between the school board 
and the Chester Education 
Association (CEA), which 
represents the district's 
teachers. It will present a 
savings in the first year of 
$28,283 in salary compen- 
sation over current year 
spending and $97,023 in 
health care savings. Because 
the CEA gave up control of 



its health care plan to allow 
the district to shop around, 
if the contract is approved, 
another $19,322 of savings 
over current year spending 
will be realized in adminis- 
tration health care costs. 
Those savings are expected 
to carry over the life of the 
three-year contract. 

Article 5 would call a 
special meeting, should the 
Article 4 fail. 

Article 6 seeks to set up 
a Tuition Capital Reserve 
Fund with up to $30,000 of 
surplus to fund unexpected 
Pinkerton Academy tui- 
tions. The fund would stop 
taxpayers' need to raise that 
money annually. 

Article 7 seeks to place 
up to $25,000 of surplus 
into the School Buildings 



Maintenance Fund to cover 
unforeseen building mainte- 
nance issues. 

Those unable to make it 
to the polls on Tuesday may 
contact district clerk Bob 
Grimm for an absentee bal- 
lot. The ballots will be 
counted as long as they're 
postmarked by 5 p.m. on 
March 13.

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Chester Fire Receives Grant for Forestry 'Skid Unit'

CHESTER - Chester's 
woods are better protected 
now, thanks to a forestry 
grant recently received by 
the fire department. 

The department recently 
purchased a skid unit for its 
forestry utility vehicle (a 
John Deere Gator) with a 



50/50 matching grant from 
the New Hampshire Division 
of Forest and Lands' Volun- 
teer Fire Assistance program. 
The unit cost about $4,000. 

The unit slides in and 
out of the vehicle's bed as 
needed and is equipped with 
a 70-gallon water tank, 
pump, tools and other 
equipment. 

During previous forest 



fires, if water could not be 
found near the blaze, the 
department hefted water in 
by backpack or attempted to 
get trucks in as close as pos- 
sible. The new unit, said fire 
chief Rich Antoine, will 
greatly improve response. 

"It's like a mini fire 
engine," said Antoine. He 
said there aren't many such 
pieces in the state, but with 



as much rural area and 
woodland that Chester has, 
it made a lot of sense for the 
department to own one. 

Several of the depart- 
ment's recent fires have been 
in hard to reach places. 

The fire chief added that 
the department has applied 
for this particular grant for 
years and has received the 
money twice. Last year the 



department purchased fire- 
fighting gear when it 
received the same grant. 

"It's a very competitive 
grant," said the chief. 

Money is included in the 
department's budget each 
year to cover its portion of 
the matching grant in the 
event the grant is awarded. 

The Gator also has a sim- 
ilar unit for medical emer- 



gencies, something paid for 
by donations and fundrais- 
ing. The units can be inter- 
changed relatively easily; 
one will stay on the Gator 
and the other will be carried 
with it in the vehicle's trailer. 

A total of $38,368.59 was 
awarded throughout the 
state this year through the 
Volunteer Fire Assistance 
grant program. 



Busy Monday Night for Hampstead Planning Board

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Planning Board had a full 
plate for a change this week, 
with a subdivision hearing, 
an amended site plan and a 
lot line change hearing, in 
addition to a review of a 
previous hearing that had 
been continued. 

The subdivision hearing 
was requested by Elizabeth 
Brickett to carve out a lot 
with an existing dwelling 
and to leave most of the par- 
cel as a second lot. The par- 
cel is at 83 Emerson Ave 
and totals 24.7 acres, with 
658 feet of frontage. The lot 
with the single family 
dwelling will have 1.6 acres 
and 265 feet of frontage, 
and the remainder of the 
land will constitute the sec- 
ond lot, with 23.1 acres and 
403 feet of frontage. 

She has no plans for 
development of the larger 
lot at this time. The land has 
been in current use and will 
remain so. 



The board had few ques- 
tions, and the audience of 
abutters who had come for 
the hearing confirmed there 
are no development plans 
on the table at this time. 
The board unanimously 
approved the subdivision. 

Robert Allen's request 
for a site plan amendment 
for ADC Inc., 48 Gigante 
Drive was quickly approved 
as well. 

But the lot line change 
requested by two Houston's 
Way neighbors became 
complicated. 

Mark Hidertiotis, 5 
Houston's Way and Christo- 
pher Mikutel, 13 Houston's 
Way share a plot line be- 
tween their properties that 
has a large, bell-shaped 
curve in it. They wanted to 
do an equal area exchange 
and straighten out the lot 
line. 

However, it appears the 
strange shape had a reason - 
to allow for well radius. 
Town Engineer Nick Cris- 
centi said neither well is sit- 
uated with the proper well 



radius, and before the board 
can deal with the lot line 
change, both parties must 
get either a well easement or 
well release. 

Their request was con- 
tinued to the April 2 meet- 
ing. 

At the board's February 
meeting, Paul Maida, 116 
Eagle Road requested con- 
sideration of a subdivision 
lot line change. Investiga- 
tion of existing conditions 
sparked by illegal addition 
to the property led to an 
even more tangled list of 
improprieties about the 
property. 

Maida bought the prop- 
erty from Howard Chandler, 
and it was found to have 
two dwellings on the single 
dwelling lot. Maida received 
a Cease and Desist order on 
his house reconstruction 
and was ordered to return 
the second dwelling to its 
original state as a garage. 
Maida then made the 
required changes ordered by 
the Town on his reconstruc- 
tion project, and his lot line 



and parcel swap changes 
were approved in November 
of 2006. 

When Maida's latest 
request was checked, offi- 
cials found that everything 
Maida had been asked to do 
over the last six years had 
not been completed. As a 
result, his latest request was 
removed from the February 
meeting for further discus- 
sion with Maida. 

The changes approved in 



2006 were never recorded 
and the Mylar was not 
signed and now is missing. 
Criscenti said that before 
Maida's most recent request 
can be considered, he must 
correct the 2006 issue, and 
as that is more than five 
years ago, it will require that 
he start over on that process, 
although there won't be any 
engineering required. Maida 
will have to re-submit his 
2006 site plans for the lot 



line change and parcel swap 
before his latest request can 
be addressed. The matter 
was continued to the April 2 
agenda. 

In other business, the 
board learned that Kevin 
Camm's Winchester Heights 
development has been 
bought by Lemontaigne 
Builders, with plans to start 
work on the entrance road 
in the near future. 



Recreation Looks into Skating Rink

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead Recreation Com- 
mission is discussing the 
possibility of opening an ice 
skating rink. 

The commission mem- 
bers learned that a roughly 
40- by 60-foot ice rink can 
be constructed from a kit 
for approximately $500. 
The idea was enthusiastical- 



ly considered and then came 
the hard part - who would 
maintain the rink and where 
could it be located and 
stored when not in use. 

The commission said 
any location had to provide 
easy access and parking. 
That left the unused T-ball 
field off Veterans Way, the 
Old Meeting House Park 
behind Town Hall, and the 
Depot Road fields as the pri- 
mary locations that seemed 



reasonable. At its meeting 
last week, the committee 
did not discuss which loca- 
tion it favored. 

The commission said 
that if its investigation into 
the possibility of having a 
rink warranted pursuing it, 
members could approach 
the fire department to see if 
it could fill the rink with 
water. The committee will 
continue looking into the 
idea.

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Bills Falter that Would Have Changed Conservation Commission Authority

HAMPSTEAD - The 
chairman of the Hampstead 
Conservation Commission 
gave a sigh of relief when he 
learned that all the major 
bills designed to curtail 
local conservation commis- 
sion authority had been 
either withdrawn or found 
Inexpedient to Legislate. 

Tim Lovell said, "This is 
welcome news." 

The New Hampshire 
Association of Conservation 



Commissions (NHACC) is- 
sued a Legislative update 
that said, "With your help, 
we have defeated six bills 
that would have dramatical- 
ly changed the authority of 
conservation commissions 
in New Hampshire." 

HB 1512, which sought 
to remove much of the con- 
servation commission auth- 
ority, was withdrawn by the 
sponsor. 

HB 1515 sought to pre- 
vent land use change tax 
money from being sent to 
conservation funds and 



would have introduced 
changes to the Current Use 
law. It was found Inexpedi- 
ent to Legislate. 

HB 1540 stated that "no 
town shall sell or grant to 
any non-profit organization 
a conservation easement on 
land owned by the town," 
but was found Inexpedient 
to Legislate. 

HB 1545 barred conser- 
vation commissions from 
conveying interests in real 
property and limited con- 
servation commission con- 
tracts relating to real prop- 



erty management to a five- 
year term, but was found 
Inexpedient to Legislate. 

HB 1586 would have 
allowed a petition of 50 res- 
idents to delay until Town 
Meeting any decision of a 
conservation commission to 
acquire conservation land, 
but was found Inexpedient 
to Legislate. 

HB 1342 would have 
curtailed state and local 
governments from using 
funds to employ a lobbyist, 
thus preventing NHACC 
membership and its paid 



staff from lobbying activi- 
ties, but was found Inexpe- 
dient to Legislate. 

The members of the 
Hampstead Conservation 
Commission had been 
keeping a close eye on the 
legislative efforts and ex- 
pressed concern over the 
attempts to strip away con- 
servation commission auth- 
ority, as previously reported 
in the Tri-Town Times. 
Lovell contacted the state 
representatives in Rocking- 
ham County District 8 to 
make sure they were aware 



of these bills and to register 
his and the Hampstead 
Conservation Commission's 
opposition to the bills. 

A conservation commis- 
sion is the only local board 
that is focused exclusively 
on protecting the natural 
resources of a municipality. 
Nothing in current law pre- 
vents municipalities from 
changing or eliminating the 
percentage of land-use 
change tax revenue given 
directly to conservation 
commissions. 



Snow Makes for Brief Selectmen's Meeting in Chester

CHESTER - The Thurs- 
day, March 1, snowstorm 
made for a relatively quick 
selectmen's meeting, with 
about half of the hour-long 
meeting held in non-public 
session. All selectmen were 
present but Mike Weider, 
who had other obligations 
that evening. 

And one of the two 
agenda items - dealing with 
highway department con- 
cerns about gasoline and 
diesel purchasing protocol - 
was postponed, as highway 
workers were busy plowing. 

David Preece, executive 
director of the Southern 
New Hampshire Planning 
Commission (SNHPC), met 
with the board to discuss 
the work his organization 
does on behalf of Chester. 

SNHPC works with 
municipalities on trans- 



portation and land use plan- 
ning, and, working closely 
with the planning board, 
has aided Chester with 
everything from technical 
information to grant writing 
assistance to helping update 
the Master Plan. Recently it 
helped the town obtain state 
grant money and expertise 
to study the intersection of 
Routes 102 and 121, an area 
considered in the top 5 per- 
cent of New Hampshire 
locations that exhibit the 
most severe highway needs. 

Landau lauded SNHPC's 
work with the town, calling 
it an invaluable service. 
Also praised were current 
Chester representatives Jean 
Methot and Cynthia Robin- 
son, who volunteer their 
time to serve on the SNHPC 
board. 

Landau pointed to the 
group's efforts to move 
along the clean-up of 
LeClair's Garage on Fre- 
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mont Road. 

In other business, select- 
men Jack Cannon updated 
the board on an inquiry into 
the legality of spending 
from the town's Winter 



Road Maintenance Expend- 
able Trust Fund before reg- 
ular winter maintenance 
budgets were exhausted. 
The suggestion comes on 
the heels of discussions 



about using plow surplus to 
begin a clean-up of the solid 
waste at LeClair's this fiscal 
year. 

According to Cannon, 
the town's attorney said the 



Winter Maintenance Fund 
could be used for that pur- 
pose. Further inquiries with 
the state Department of 
Revenue Administration 
were planned.

$19,700 to add a handicap 
accessible restroom to the 
upstairs of the town hall. 

Article 13 seeks to raise 
$54,500 to convert the 
downstairs town hall to 
accommodate more office 
space and storage. The cur- 
rent Board of Selectmen has 
brought forth a plan to 
expand offices into the cur- 
rent kitchen and use a por- 
tion of the meeting space 
downstairs for a smaller 
kitchen and storage. 

Article 14 asks that 
$30,000 be raised to imple- 
ment a consistent house 
numbering system through- 
out town. A grant is in the 
works to lower the cost of 
the project if approved. Fire 
chief Bill Tapley estimates 
that should the grant be 
awarded, the total taxpayer 
cost for the project would 
be about $8,000. 

Article 15 asks to accept 
a grant of $6,658.50 to 
allow the police department 
to perform extra speed traf- 
fic enforcement. 

Article 16 asks for the 
same sum, but for addition- 
al Driving While Intoxicat- 
ed (DWI) patrolling. 

Article 17 seeks $6,000 
to insulate an interior wall 
of the highway garage. 

Article 18 would raise 
$25,500 to continue a mos- 
quito surveillance program 
for the town. Finally, citi- 
zen's petition Article 19 asks 
for a change to the elderly 
exemption amounts. 



Article one is to elect 
officers. Two positions are 
contested - selectman and 
two budget committee 
seats. 

For one three-year sel- 
ectman seat, incumbent and 
current chair Hans Nico- 
laisen and former selectman 
Jon Quevillon are in the 
running. 

The other contested race 
is for two three-year term 
budget committee seats, 
sought by incumbent Bruce 
Cleveland, former member 
Jon Goldman and newcom- 
er Lauren Cairns. 

In uncontested seats, 
Michelle Short is the sole 
candidate for the town 
clerk/tax collector position, 
Marie Buckley for treasurer, 
Ted Winglass for town mod- 
erator, Ernie Brown and Ed 
Mencis for two three-year 
planning board seats, Dave 
Cheney and Mike Devine 
for two fire engineer seats, 
Thomas Latham for a ceme- 
tery trusteeship, Dana Wells 
for trustee of the trust fund, 
Tina Owens and Louise 
Pajak for two library trustee 
roles, and Rosemarie Bruno 
for supervisor of the check- 
list. 

Timberlane School 
District 

The Timberlane Region- 
al School District, which 
includes Sandown, has sev- 
en articles on the warrant, 
including election of offi- 
cers. 

Article 1 will elect offi- 
cers for upcoming terms. 
Three residents are running 



for a single three-year term 
on the school board - Roger 
Barczak, Cathy Lisi and Kelly 
Ward. No one filed for a sin- 
gle three-year term to repre- 
sent Sandown on the Tim- 
berlane budget committee. 

Dominating this year's 
discussions has been a 
request from the district, as 
Article 2, to renovate and 
reconstruct the athletic 
facilities at Timberlane 
Regional High School in 
Plaistow, which Sandown 
students attend. The article 
seeks a $4.8 million bond to 
repair facilities that superin- 
tendent Richard LaSalle has 
called inadequate and not 
code compliant. 

That money would go to 
doubling the available phys- 
ical education space and 
building team rooms and 
coaches' areas for the exist- 
ing large gymnasium, new 
teachers' offices and train- 
ers' room, new girls' locker 
and team room, new boys' 
locker and team room, new 
visiting team room, new 
athletic directors' offices, 
new classroom and dance 
studio, new fitness and 
weight room, three new 
storage areas, a set of small 
group classrooms off the 
new mini gymnasium, a 
wider handicapped accessi- 
ble entryway and a new 
mini gym. 

The article is recom- 
mended unanimously by 
both the budget committee 
and school board. As a 
bond, a three-fifths majority 
passage is required. 

Article 3 is the operating 
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budget. The proposal totals 
$62,821,817, with a default 
budget of $62,568,852. The 
proposed operating budget 
shows a .18 percent de- 
crease from current year's 
spending. 

Article 4 asks that up to 
$200,000 be placed in the 
School Building Construc- 
tion, Reconstruction, Capi- 
tal Improvement and Land 
Purchase Capital Reserve 
Fund. The amount would 
be transferred from surplus 
at the end of the current 



school year. 

Article 5 is the collective 
bargaining agreement bet- 
ween the school board and 
the Timberlane Teachers' 
Association. The agreement 
has a zero estimated in- 
crease in its one-year life. 

Article 6 would allow a 
special meeting to be held 
on cost items, should the 
preceding article fail. 

Article 7 is for general 
acceptance of reports.

Man Gets Prison in Hampstead Robbery

HAMPSTEAD - A Man- 
chester man who robbed the 
Hampstead Variety store at 
223 East Main St. of a little 
over $100 on May 25, 2011 
negotiated a plea bargain 
that netted him one to four 
years in the state prison 
after he pled guilty to the 
charges. 

Hampstead Police Lt. 
John Frazier said while it 



was an unarmed robbery, 
Ronald Mason, 41, 285 
High St. Manchester, beat 
the store owner before run- 
ning away. The police were 
called and a description of 
the getaway vehicle was 
given, and the cruiser 
passed him as it was 
responding. Police caught 
up with him and pulled him 
over near Hannaford's 
supermarket.

He was cuffed, put into 
the cruiser and taken to the 
police station, where he was 
charged and taken to the 
Rockingham County jail 
Brentwood. 

The negotiated plea 
includes substance abuse 
counseling, anger manage- 
ment and restitution.

CHESTER - This May, 
the Wason Pond Conserva- 
tion and Recreation Area 
will again be host to run- 
ners who will be climbing, 
jumping over and crawling 
under obstacles, wading 
through the pond and carry- 
ing heavy things while they 
try to get the best time, or 
have the most fun, making 
their way through a three 
mile obstacle course. 

The Chester Field of 
Dreams is putting together 
the second Wason Pond 
Pounder and registration is 
open now.

start as soon as possible. 

While the first event had 
more than 500 people tak- 
ing part, with a strong 
response from an online 
survey after the event and 
talks with competitors, the 
group is reasonably confi- 
dent it can get 1,000 partic- 
ipants this time around. 

Chester Field of Dreams 
secretary and Pounder 
organizer Maria Veale said 
more than 90 percent of 
surveys gave an overwhelm- 
ingly positive response, and 
most said they'd take part 
again and bring friends. 

Runners can register 
either individually or as 
teams, and teams of 20 or 
more receive a $10 per per- 
son discount on the regis- 
tration fee.

in memory of Chester resi- 
dent Branden Myers, who 
lost his life in a car accident 
in December. The event is 
dedicated to Myers, some- 
one who loved to run and 
whose family has been a 
great support to the Chester 
Field of Dreams' work. 
Branden's father helped 
build one of the obstacles 
last time around. 

Waves of runners will 
begin the course every 20 
minutes and the 1 p.m. time 
slot is reserved for friends 
and family of Branden. 

Other special time slots 
include a 1:40 p.m. start as a 
Fire Department challenge, 
where firefighters from 
Chester and surrounding 
communities are encouraged 
to challenge each other. At 2 
p.m., the police are encour- 
aged to take part. 

There will again be a fam- 
ily wave at noon, where run- 
ners age 8 and up can partic- 
ipate. It's a popular attraction 



for the event, especially as 
most similar activities don't 
allow anyone under 14 to 
run. 

Anyone who registers is 
also instantly welcomed to 
take part in free training with 
local fitness expert Kim 
Cremin. She is scheduling 
training runs, with the first to 
take place on site March 10. 

The course is in the 
planning stages, and while 
much will be the same as 
last year, with feedback and 
a desire to change the 
course for repeat runners, 
new obstacles are also 
planned, Veale said. 

Whether participating or 
not, volunteers to help keep 
the event running smoothly 
are always sought and appre- 
ciated, said Veale.

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Hampstead Woman Finds Home in Engineering

HAMPSTEAD - Find 
your niche, pursue it, 
understand what your edu- 
cation is for and don't be 
afraid to work hard in 
school from the earliest 
grades. That's the message 
from a local young woman 
whose interest in math and 
science in grade school has 
led her to a career in engi- 
neering. 

Kaitlin (Kwiecien) Litch- 
field is currently studying at 
the University of Colorado 
on a program that will lead 
to her Doctorate degree in 
civil engineering. She is 
involved with a program 
called Engineering for 
Developing Communities. 

"I came out to check out 
the school during my 
internship and decided to 
apply," Litchfied said of her 
move to Colorado. "Initially 
I only wanted to pursue a 
master's degree, since the 
PhD intimidated me, but 
this past summer, when I 
was still deciding about 
coming out here, I received 
a call from a professor who 
had a funded project I could 
work on if I stayed for a 
PhD. I liked the project and 
the idea of having school 
paid for, so I signed on." 

Litchfield attended Pink- 
erton Academy after gradu- 
ating from Hampstead Mid- 
dle School, and there she 
decided to take the available 
engineering courses. Her 
Pinkerton instructor, Joseph 
Cunningham, had high 
praise for her saying she 
was "an awesome, simply 
outstanding student." 

In her senior year at 
Pinkerton, she won the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire 
Engineering Scholarship, 



UNH-Tyco Award, a full, 
four-year tuition, fees, room 
and board scholarship. She 
had to be in the top 10 per- 
cent of her class to be eligi- 
ble. 

"In some ways, taking 
the engineering classes at 
Pinkerton started this whole 
process off," she said. "I 
knew before the engineer- 
ing classes that I was inter- 
ested in engineering, but 
the program helped me 
solidify that and have a 
knowledge base about engi- 
neering to work from as I 
started college. That was 
important, because as a 
woman, you feel a little out 
of place in engineering 
sometimes, but having got- 
ten the experience and the 
confidence from those class- 
es, I never fell behind." 

Three years later, Litch- 
field traveled to India with 
eight other interns with 
Engineering Ministries In- 
ternational; she was the 
only female in the group, 
and worked to help a local 
community with its water 
problems. She said the 
experience showed her the 
point of her education and 
convinced her that she 
wanted to continue in this 
line of work. 

"The UNH scholarship 
was huge in making my 
decision of where to go to 
college, and it kept me 
focused during my time at 
UNH," she said. "I was run- 
ning track competitively 
and involved in various 
other organizations, but 
ultimately I knew who was 
paying the bill for me to be 
at school, and that meant 
that most of my efforts were 
to be focused on school. My 
classmates and professors 
were very encouraging. 
They believed in me." 
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Her current work is part 
of a National Science Foun- 
dation-funded project study- 
ing Engineers without Bor- 
ders, she explained. 
"Because of the high female 
involvement rate with this 
organization, I am primarily 
researching the motivations 
behind those students and 
professionals involved, and 
using that information to 
understand what encour- 
ages students, particularly 
women, to persist in engi- 
neering beyond college," 
she said. "This research has 
hopes of implementing 
changes in engineering cur- 
riculum to better recruit 
and retain engineers, again, 
particularly women." 

She encourages local 
youngsters not to be afraid 
to work hard in school. "It 
can be challenging, and it 
may not always be your 
favorite thing to do, but it 
can literally and metaphori- 
cally pay off," she said. "I 
would encourage them to 
consider engineering, since 
we are going to need a lot 
more of them soon, and it 
can be a very fun path to 
follow." 

Litchfield's husband, 
Mike, is also pursuing his 
PhD at Colorado. 

When she finishes 
school, what will be next? "I 
think I would love to do 
some type of development 
engineering for a while and 
then teach at some point, 
either in the U.S. or abroad,

Hampstead Central School 
principal is asking parents 
to help resolve issues with 
the car loop at the school. 

Principal Dillard Collins 
said parents are driving too 
fast when circling the Cen- 
tral School building to drop 
off or pick up students, and 
there have been too many 
near misses in the past few 
years. 

He said school officials 
have seen kids in the front 
seat hanging out an open 
window of a moving car, a 
youngster standing and 



looking out the sun roof of a 
vehicle, and adults driving 
around one another and 
making unkind remarks. 

One of the biggest 
issues, he said, is cars idling 
around the building, lead- 
ing to exhaust fumes leak- 
ing into the classrooms.

• Drivers must exercise 
patience with the crossing 
guard who is managing traf- 
fic onto or in from Emerson 
Avenue. 

• Drivers must watch for 
people crossing Emerson 
Avenue. 

• Drivers must turn off 
engines while waiting in the 
car loop for a student.
